To a representative, of The Sun, who 


wan one of tho first to arrive on the 
scene, Mr. Thlssell said; "I know that 
this flro wan of incendiary origin, for 
an attempt was mn.<3o to burn the barn 
two weeks ago today. It was early In 
the morning: when 1 was axvnkened by 
my daughter who said that somo one 
wnn prowling around the place. 
"I got out of bed nnd going to the 


window saw n light In the rear of the 
barn. I thought thnt It wns a lantern 
and Ihnt whoever was about there WBH 
trying to steal chickens. I shouted to 
my daughter to get my gun. for If I 
hnd seen the pnrtles I would have fired 
at them. 
"Not getting night of tho person or 


persona who were In the renr of 
the 


building I hastily donned my clothing 
and tnklng a revolver, rushed to the 
tear of the barn, just In time to dis- 
cover a smnll fire. Before 1 reached 
the place I heard a woman's voice, and 
then there wn« a noise which sounded 
like a person going through the bushes, 
and then I heard a carrla«e hurriedly 
driven away. 
"Getting several pallB of water I ex- 


tinguished the nre. It seems thnt tho 
person or persons who were In the rear 
of the barn hnd pulled off n clapboard 
which splintered ns It came off.

of steamboat inspectors has made public 
the report of their investleatlon Into tha 
steamboat General Slocurn disaster, which 
occurred In the East river last June and 
cost nearly 1000 lives. 
The report an- 


nounces the revocation of the licences of 
William H. Van Schack, master and 
pilot Edward Van Ewart. pilot, and 
Benjamin P. Conklin. chief engineer. 


Urlehy summarized, the principal points 


of the board's report are "That the fire 
was discovered at the upper end of the 
Sunken Meadows, and that North Brother 
island, was the nearest available point to 
beach the steamship. 
"That the life preserving appliances ... 


the vessel were adequate, but hnd tho 
Slocum been supplied with double the 
number not another life would have been 
saved because of the ignorance and in- 
competency of the crew. 
"That there was an absolute lack ol 


discipline on tho part of the crew be- 
cause of the negligence of the master 
and of the. pilot. 
"That flre drills had been neglected, 


and had the crew been trained, as the 
law requires such a disaster would have 
been almost Inconceivable. 


"That one of the crew. In his Ignorance, 


added to the incipient names by throwing 
thereon an empty bag which had con- 
tained charcoal. 
"That the chief engineer was grossly 


negligent when notified of the fire In (hut 
he did not sea that the hose had been 
connected and the water turned on." 


i:nder the law, the board only took up 


the conduct of the vessel's licensed ufll- 
cers. 
The other phases of the disaster 


were investigated by a special commis- 
sion appointed on request of President 
Roosevelt, and consisting of General Wil- 
son of th" army, and commander Win- 
slow of the navy.

been the case had the lower stories 
been ablaze. 
The building wan erected in 1893 and 


accommodates 1400 pupils- It

charge of the sisters of Notre Dame 
and IR connected with the St. Augustine 
church of which 1U. Rev. Monslgnor 
Denis O'Calluglian la the head. 
The 
sisters 
occupy 
n. three-story brick 


building next to the school. 
They 


made a hurled exit In safety, and all 
the sacred vessels in 
both 
buildings 


were removed. 


Occupants of a number of 
nearby 


houses also took out their household 
goods. 
The roof fell shortly before 1.30 les- 


sening the danger. 


.Several firemen were injured by fly- 


Ing slate, when the roof collapsed and 
were taken to

Carney hospital.

from engine S. who was struck and 
knocked from a ladder. Captain Wil- 
liam Coulter of engine 40 war badly

He must then announce whether 


he wants the democratic or republican 
ticket and he Is pivcn the ticket he 
rails for.

nenlnst his name and he Is enrolled 
According as he voted.
